Btring ties for the men, and floor- 
sweeping draperies, bonnets, i and 
elaborate veils for the women, have 
been procured to revive the sar- 
torial splendour of a by-gone age.

The num- 
bers of the Brant geese have been 
greatly reduced in this way. The 
eider duck, on the other hand, has 
been disappearing because of the 
demand lor eider down. 

QUEBEC WILD DUCKS. 
Quebec is richly supplied with 
water fowl of all kinds. Not only 
are there areas where the concen- 
tration of wild ducks form ideal 
conditions for the hunter, but in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence are located 
some of the largest sea bird rook- 
eries in North America. Some of 
these, such as the beautiful gannet 
colony at Bonaventure Island, are 
well known to tourists and summer 
visitors. Sanctuaries have been 
established by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. 

The lecture will be illustrated by 
slides and by many of Dr. Lewis' 
most recent pictures, some of which 
were taken at those very rookeries 
on the north shore of the St. Law- 
rence. All those Interested will be 
welcome.

tf^EE object of training 
Canadian youth in Fascist 
'Legions' is not to teach them to 
fight, for all weapons are strictly 
forbidden, but to teach them to 
overcome any inferiority com- 
plex, to stand up lilce a man, 
instead of crawling like a worm." 
With these words Adrian Ar- 
cand, editor-in-chief of L'Illu- 
stration Nouvelle and Supreme 
Chief of the National Social 
Christian Party in Canada last 
night closed an interview with 
the McGill Daily concerning the 
aims and achievements of the 
Fascist party here in Quebec. 
Arcand is to address an open 
meeting of the Social Problems 
Club in the Union Balboom at 
5 p.m. today. ; 

"The Padlock Xaw of Quebec" 
is incomplete for itfdi^s not offer, 
sufficient protection against atheism. 
Anything against God should be° 
outlawed. We must have free 
speech but not freedom of lying 
and deceiving for this latter is the 
cause of our disunity today, WeV; ^ . 
should have concentration camps; ftfl^' 
for those hypocrites who cry out; 
against a white man's Empire 
while they themselves are working 
for the greatest empire ever con- 
ceived, a world empire with capital 
in Moscow. The Jews cry out for' 
Democracy because it gives them 
such freedom to obtain control not, 
only of our economic life but of our 
minds. The more Jews and Reds' 
preach against God and against' 
discipline, the more we wiU stand 
up for these." ; , 

JEWISH INFLUENCE 
"The Bank of England, in reality 
the private bank of Jhe Rothschild 
brothers, has furnished the Bank of 
Canada with Mr. Osborne, the re^i-l.yM'- 
manager of this institution. The'' '''^ 
Bank of Canada itself was imposed' 
upon this , country, against all eco>. 
nomic interests, whether commer-' 
cial or industrial, after the farces of 
the Conliffe and MacMillen Com-' ; 
missions which were only too ready 
to win influence by imposing the', 
will of the Jewish bank." 

"Trying to mould the minds of 
white youth today, Jewish interests 
control the cinema, tiie stage, much 
of the press, fashions and many' 
other avenues of influence. On the' 
screen they have , dragged into the- 
mud such Christian|figures.as the .; 
Duke of Windsor and. Catherine of 
Russia at the same time elevating^ 
such Jews as Disraeli, and Zola,'M,f!Lp& 
have no quarrel with the Jews-per|^§! 
sonally but let thém not attempt 't.o^ 
rule our very minds." 
. FASCISM IN QUEBEC. 
"It is difficult to give definitèÉ 
numbers but our party is large aridi'^ 
continually growing. At Sorel we., 
succeeded.'in sinashing the Cardin' ' 
électoral machine having ma candi- 
dates elected as mayor and' alder-- , 
man, while at Valleyfield three, ol. 
the four Fascist men were elected 
as. aldermen. Quebec Fascists are 
affiliated with the Canadian 
Nationalist party in Ontario and 
with a similar group in the Prairie' 
Provinces. We have no ties with'- 
Germany or Italy except as far as 
we are both Fascist. In the Anglo- 
Saxon world, including the United. 
States, we .are evolving a formula 
of Fascism that will put Italy, Ger- 
many and other European fascist 
countries far behind as to practical 
results." 

"The object of the Fascist party 
in Canada is to brin^e about a new 
Continued on Patrc Four. 
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University Assistance or 
PoUtical "Hand-Out" 

It was recently announced that the 
Government of the Province of Quebec is 
going to assist the University of Montreal 
financially and that all the other Univer- 
sities in the Province could expect to 
benefit pro rata. Such an announcement 
is welcomed by all as being an intelligent- 
': step on the part of our Provincial 
Government, < 
^, ' However, on looking closer into the 
' question we find that the Government 
'hopes to develop a school of mines at Laval 
!»^a school" which will rival others in ex- 
',4^ cellence and in equipment. Our question 
' . is this 'Why develop an absolutely new 
: school of mines in the Province when we 
already have an excellent one at McGill 
and the beginnings of an excellent, one. at 
the Polytechnioal Institute?" It would 
; ; seem that the Provincial Government could 
t'^i do a better job with less or the same money 
by aèèisting imiversities already possessing 
a school of mines rather than by trying Jo 
: establish a brand new one. 

Ours is a large Province — ^but it is not 
' ':'(» large that intra-provincial co-operation 
amongst educational institutions is pre- 
i^^. eluded. Let us work together. In many 
Ë^ï; fields of technical endeavour the type of 
>^ training offered is bound to be more or 
less the same no matter where presented. 
Let us follow the examples of Co-operation 
presented byihe Universities in the Prairie 
Provinces. Let one of the Quebec Univer- 
sities develop one branch— let the others 
develop others. By each specializing, a 
great deal can be done. In unity there is 
strength. Government money spent on 
.such a unified technical education sçheme 
would mean that each dollar would go a 
great deal further than under the present 
plan and would in the long run pay the 
Government greater dividends. 

This is the. long term view. Is the 
Goyernment interested in this long term 
view or is it more interested in satisfying 
the immediate selfish ambitions of some 
of its members and of some of those who 
stand to gain, at least temporarily, from 
its miuiificence. . 

Great University's 
Yardstick 

J ^sfe'^ ' ^°'°™^°*^''8 in the McGill News on 
;il)He appointment of Dr.' Lewis W. Douglas 
.to be the new- principal of the great Can- 
. adian um^itjr, Sir. Edward Beatty lists 
Hs idéa^M^i^è specifications which he 
thought should govern the choice. They 
may be worth reviewing. For they throw 
some light on the responsibilities of such 
a position and the qualifications nèÊdèd to 
meet them. 

It goes without saying that scholarship 
|fp3; oiilture must be outstanding. Coupled 
l^^.with that must be administrative talent of 
proven capacity. Desirable also is a per- 
sonality which will win and maintain re- 
spect of the undergraduates and provide 
a real iMguja|tion to them. There must be 
also thè^mwai^ to represent the university 
puitablji; pn ^11 puUiç flgcasionB. 3?he 




choice must be robust in health and not 
too old to guide the destinies of a great 
university. 

It is a tribute to Dr. Douglas that the 
governors felt that he measured up to all 
these requirements and that the offer of 
the position came to him entirely un- 
solicited. He was the only man who was 
offered the appointment, although no less 
than 60 possibilities had been under con- 
sideration. Not one man, however, pro- 
posed himself for it. "Such," writes Sir 
Edward, "is the dignity which surrounds 
this high position and the equal personal 
dignity of those who might regard them- 
selves as suitable appointees." 

It is interesting to see the yardstick 
with which a fine educational institution 
measured the rdan which it called to its 
service.

Freedom of the Radio 

In a protest against the raising of radio 
license fees, Reeve W. E. MacDonald, New 
Toronto, is reported to have urged mem- 
bers of York County Council to petition 
the government to ban all religious pro- 
grams and election broadcasts in Canada. 

It is; difficult to see how an arbitrary 
restriction of the air waves will in any 
way recompense for the new tax. The 
appeal for such an action is, rather, an 
appeal to nullify the effectiveness of radio 
as an expression of public opinion. Gov- 
ernmental control of radio, insofar as it 
restricts or prohibits the independent ex- 
pression of individual religious or political 
views is a blow to democracy and greatly 
to be deprecated. One can readily con- 
ceive the merits of an attempt to raise the 
entertainment and possibly the cultural 
value of radio programs, through a measure 
of state direction. When, howeverp,BUch 
direction is carried to the extreme of 
official suppression of the rights of the 
clergy, or for that matter, of any citizen, 
to utilize the air in an honest attempt to 
constructively criticize prevalent national 
abuses, an undesirable element of 
oppression creeps in.

VIRGIL FOX ON THE ORGAN. 

pLAYING on the console of the great organ 
* in Notre Dame Church, Virgil Fox, one of 
the younger of the well-known organists on 
this continent, delighted the members of the 
Casavant Society, on Tuesday night in one of 
the best recitals of the season. 

Choosing his programme principally from 
the modem composers, Fox, evidently a young 
man, played with a dignified gusto and viva- 
city, which is undoubtedly the way in which 
these works should be interpreted. Fox 
showed no hesitation in his renditions and 
displayed a remarkable control in his handling 
of the organ.^ 

The "piece de resistance" of the evening 
was Cesar Franck's grand symphony In, F 
sharp Minor. It la useless to attempt to 
describe the various moods through which one 
is carried during the course of this music. 
Pathos, fortitude, determination, beauty and à 
final surge of -triumph are represented, al- 
though at no time is the principal theme 
entirely lost from view. Mr. Fox made the 
most of the grand organ as he strove to get 
the true interpretation of Franck. 

One of Handel's Concertos and the familiar 
Toccata in F Major of Bach's were the only 
two selections in which Fox delved into the 
library of the "greats" for his selections. 

The remainder of the programme was 
concerned principally with purely descriptive 
music. "L'Orgue Mystique" and "The Spinner" 
were two of the best, and one could shut his 
eyes and catch the spirit of the music with a 
minimum of imagination. Even the hackneyed 
"Old Refrain" was played with a dignity and 
reserve, which is to the credit of any musician. 
Mr. Fox is not stodgy, but at the same time 
he does not overstep the exuberance to which 
the younger generation is prone.

rigid regulation of national activity 
and by a sane, honest policy of 
national finance. The Fascist party 
of this province should be good for 
15 seats iii the Federal Hotise while 
Western Fascists should be able to 
elect 13 members. We will not per- 
mit any force in this country to 
bait the French-Canadians ■ and 
cause dissention in their own ranks. 
(We must build up a national unity, 
as white men having a code of 
honour and righteousness, stéam- 
rolling out all petty regionalism." 
FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 
The Fascist parliament will be 
composed of a certin proportion of 
farmers, elected by the farmers, 
while each industry or other divi- 
sion of the population will elect its 
own representatives. Under thijs 
system members will not represent 
groups with conflicting interests as 
at present, but will come to parlia- 
ment with proper information, pre- 
pared to act in the best interests of 
their electors. More than this, only 
those members whose interests are 
directly concerned will be permit- 
ted to vote upon a question.' As a 
result we will not have butchers 
and plumbers discussing the rail- 
way problem nor physicians trying 
to handle the finances of the coun- 
try. 

Over each industrie there will be 
a head or director with complete 
knowledge and control, empowered 
to carry through whatever plans he 
considers best. Only in this way 
can a country be run with the pre- 
cision and success of a present-day 
large industrial corporation, where 
everyone must work towards the 
realization of whatever plan the 
management considers best

Bruce Ruddick Delivers 
Paper at Literature Society 



«V^OUNG novelists who have an 
* original technique to put 
across should take a tip from 
William Faulkner," Bruce Ruddick 
told the Daily yesterday when In- 
terviewed on his speech before the 
Literature Society at 3 p.m. this 
afternoon in Room 45 of the Arts 
Building. 

"Faulkner introduced a' new 
method of breaking into the novel- 
writing game," the speaker con- 
tinued. "The usual procedure is 
for the country boy to come up to 
the big city to leain all about life 
and to pick . up the sophisticated 
jargon of society. It is felt that the 
writer should come to the publisher 
and beg on bended knees to have 
his manuscript published. 

"Faulkner, however, did every- 
thing he could to be different. He 
got away from it all, burying him- 
self in the southern hills, and send- 
ing his pages of snarling prose 
post-marked from little villages 
that couldn't be found on the map. 
In this manner bewildered pub- 
lishers were fooled into accepting 
his challenging revelations of 
southern degeneracy"

SOCIETY HEARS 
THOMASLAMONT 

"Science and Etiïics" Dis- 
cussed at Meeting of Philo- 
sophical Society 

"Religion finds the origin of ethi- 
cal standards in the revelation of a 
Divine Will. Science finds ethics a 
perfectly natural phenomenon, the 
expression of. the reflexes and in- 
stincts of man," stated Thomas La- 
mont, theological student, opening 
the discussion at the meeting of 
the Philosophical Society in Strath- 
cona Hall last evening. Basing his 
remarks on the article in Nature 
Magazine of January 15th, "Science 
and Ethics," by Dr. E. G. Conklin, 
of Princeton University, the speak- 
er outlined a position which indi- 
cated that Science has very little 
to do with Ethics. 

The theories of vitalism and me- 
chanism both had its supporters in 
the: discussion which follo\ved the 
introduction. Huslcins clarified the 
meaning of "science." Science is 
more- than its applications; it is 
most of all a method for getting at 
the way. things work. The scien- 
tific method . has been the most 
fruitful road leading to, the dis- 
covery -of the laws of nature, the 
professor of Genetics stated. 

Some discussion was held con- 
cerning the origin of moral be- 
haviour, but no conclusions were 
reached. 

The next meeting of the Society 
shall be on Tuesday, February 22, 
when Prof. Hemmeon will talk on 
"Progress."

The Book-Shelf 



Night At Hortvallow, by Theo- 
dore Strauss, 174 pp. Little, Brown 
& Co. 

rvRAMATICALLY realisUc In its 
^ incident, pungent in its wit, 

alarming in its implication, this 
little novelette of the Southland 
reveals to the Northerner some- 
thipg of the ever-present racial 
problem which confronts^ the 
Southern States. 

Living up here, we tend to pooh- 
pooh rumours of lynchings of 
negroes in the South and to regard 
any actual manhunts as being con- 
ducted by a small posse of men who 
are out to help^e sheriff. 

Thus it is with considerable 
interest that we read the story of 
the, incidents leading up to the 
burning of Hogwallow and the 
negro massacre. The locale of the 
tale is a road constrifction gang 
which employs both races. A 
sexiial crime is committed and the 
blame laid on an innocent coloured 
employee of the road gang. There 
the stage is set for a conflict be- 
tween the construction gang and 
the residents of the nearby town. 
Events pile up one upon another, 
the power of the Ku Klux Klan is 
revealed in defiance of the law, and 
eventually the whole population of 
the town, emotions .keyed to fever 
pitch, descends on the construction 
gang headquarters, and there, surg- 
ing forward on the tide of mob 
violence, tracks the supposed cul- 
prit to his lair and fiendishly 
wreaks its vengeance. C.R.S.

THE BIBLE VIEW OP LIFE. By 
S. C. Carpenter, D.D., Dean of 
Exeter, London, 1937. 
IF Dean Carpenter had reversed 
* the order of the chapters of his 
book, The Bible View of Life, hi 
which his purpose is to show what 
philosophy of life the Bible has to 
offer, he would have made his 
words of much more interest to the 
average reader. We say "to the 
average reader" because, while the 
present order may be very good for 
the theological student, it is not 
everyone who has .Utejjpatience to 
wade through treatises ■ on escha- 
tology and other complicated the- 
ories of religion to arrive at chap- 
ters of interest to him. 

His first, chapters come to [ the 
conclusion that the only "Dramatic 
Persona" of the Bible is God; that 
although God loved the children of 
Israel, only a few of them requited 
this love by believing in the Mes- 
siah—the course of true love was 
tangled; it ended in disaster. 

It is rather difficult for the aver- 
age layman to follow the reasoning 
in the Dean's discussion of the Bible 
View of the City of God; but the 
conclusion final^ reached on this 
point is that the duty of the Church 



is "to ride out on white horses at 
the head, of a sortie-party, and to 
Christianize by slow degrees the 
life of the people everywhere." 

It is, however. In discussing the 
literary value of the Bible, and the 
New Testament that Dean Carpen- 
ter's book interests the average 
reader. His summary of the char- 
acteristics of some of the Old Testa- 
ment characters is excellent; the 
"gay foolhardiness of Samson, the 
dual personality of Saul, the 'pietas' 
of Ruth, the womanliness of Han- 
nah, the gravity of Samuel, the 
heroism of Rizpah. . .Abraham, the 
patron saint of Western Canada... 
the great labour leader, Moses." 

It would appei- that the Dean's 
own literary virtue is his ability to 
make these short "thumb-nail" 
sketches of Biblical characters, and 
to relate them to the whole. To 
him, Christ is "One who could feed 
five thousand and then save up the 
bits. One who outraged the pro- 
prieties of an Oriental funeral by a 
cynical seeming to disparage 
mourning and then reminded the 
very parents not to forget to put 
some milk and bread and butter 
by the side of the child's bed. , 
No language Is too high for His 
purpose, no duty too insignificant 
for His full consideration." He 
thmks of Peter's wife as "an old 
woman whom the Lord has healed, 
and now spends her time pottering 
about and going to the Mothers' 
Meeting — Onesimus is the young 
man lodger, who went out o' nights, 
but, thank God, was at last got bold 
of when they had a mission in the 
parish." And so the Dean goes on 
to give thé modem sociaûL standing 
of the 'dozens of characters in St 
Paul, often in a very amusing 
manner. 

Finally comes a chapter on the 
Bible and social questions, which

could be made to relate more close- 
ly to present-day affairs, and a 
rather good synopsis of the purpose 
of the four 'evangelists, which 
should have come earlier in the 
book. 

Altogether, the average reader 
would be wise to read the first half 
but hastUy; he would, however, get 
a great deal of enjoyment from 
"Literature and Criticism" and 
"The Burning Heart." The Dean 
has made a very good attempt to 
explain the "Bible View." but has 
failed at times to relate it to our 
present day.
